A Few Moke!— A fight took place on 
Saturday last, at Princeton, between two 
“ Greasers,” one of whom is so severely 
stabbed that his life is despaired of.

Bear Valley acquired an unenvia¬ 
ble reputation Inst winter for scenes of 
this kind, and, from present indications, 
we infer that the regular reason is again 
about commencing. 

Lykch Law.—T wo men were arrested 
on the 29th August, in San Antonio, with 
five head of stolen cattle in their posses¬ 
sion. A meeting of citizens was immedi¬ 
ately held, and a vote taken whether they 
should be lynched or given up to the au¬ 
thorities ; the result was a tie vote, and the 
chairman decided in favor of law and 
order. D. ring the night, however, some 
forty or fifty persons held anothewmeet- 
ing, nnd at 6 o’clock on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing the prisoners were taken to an oak 
ttce and hung. One was a Frenchman 
named Arnatid Corecne, and the other a 
native of Illinois, named l’etcr Auchim- 
bault. 

Fas Francisco and the Uihm.m..—A spe¬ 
cial committee on the Chinese question 
have reported to the Board of Assistant 
Aldermen of San Francisco, that the build- 
ing known as the Canton Hospital is in a 
horribly filthy condition, and that in three 
houses visited by them, there were fifteen 
hundred Celestials packed away. They 
also report, that during the fortnight end¬ 
ing August 2!st, twenty-seven hundred 
arrived in that city.

The fate of Cuba is scaled Nothing 
short of the hand of Omnipotence can 
save her.now', and the Queen of the An¬ 
tilles may set about preparing a wedding 
dress for her marriage to Uncle Sam. It 
does not matter a straw whether we kick 
tip a war with her about the Black War¬ 
rior case, or let that take its place among 
the thousand and one other indignities we 
have impatiently endured. There is an 
expedition on foot, having for its object 
her overthrow, of a character altogether 
too formidable to admit a loop upon which 
to bang a doubt. This is positively true, 
and what is a little remarkable, there is 
no disguise whatever about it. Men talk 
of it here as an event beyond the surveil¬ 
lance of chance. “ There is no such word 
as fail!” Blatherskite meetings are not 
held, nor are our risibles excited by sym¬ 
bolic givings out of any mysterious hints. 
But w hat amounts tosotnetliing more, and 
better, a hundred subscription books are 
open, and 1 state a fact within my ow n 
knowledge, that nearly half a million dol¬ 
lars has been subscribed in New Orleans, 
and paid in. Any one can see these books, 
witness the paying down of cash by what 
I may call a countless throng, crowding 
and forking-over whatever lie may deem 
proper. Munitions of war, huge cannon, 
muskets, powder, etc , leave here almost 
daily for New York, and large bodies of 
emigrants are pressing forward to the Rio 
Grande. Up to this time these public 
movements have encountered no obstacles, 
nor will they in future. Men have charge 
of the expedition now who are not halt¬ 
brained fools, but energetic, practical bu¬ 
siness operators. They will start with the 
sinews of war—money ; with picked men 
—not the rag-tag and bobtail of large 
cities; and with appointments for any 
emergency. 

Indian Reservation.— The press of the 
State, very generally, speak highly of Lt. 
Beale’s management of the Indians at the 
Reservation. We agree with them, and 
have said so more than once. But while 
ws are just towards him, let us not be un¬ 
generous towards those who preceded 
him. He was not the first who put the 
Indians to work, acting as U. S. Agent. 
Two splendid crops of wheat and barley 
were raked on the Fresno in 1851-2, under 
me guidance of Major Savage, with the 
authority of Dr. Wozencratt, then Indian 
Commissioner. The same person who 
now directs the operations ot the Indians 
at the Reservation, Mr. Bishop,supervised 
their operations at the Freznodurtng those 
years. Dr. VV. has received much uhttse 
on account of bis position as Indian Com¬ 
missioner. It is but a fair olfset that he 
should have the credo of j n!I |j rs t set 
the ball in motion. He and his cotleagm-.s, 
McKee and Barbour, were the first iti the 
field. Lieut. Beale has done wonders,and 
we would be the last to detract from his 
well-earned reputation. But he would not 
claim any, due fairly to another .—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Our population lias been thinned lately 
by the Korn River excitements, hut those 
remaining are satisfied with the wages 
they make here, without going farther mid 
perhaps receiving less pay. From Haler 
& Co.’s store to Mr. John F. Hunt’s store, 
the miners are making, generally, more 
than average wages. Indians are making 
from 83 to $t per day, with pans. 

Mr Hunt deserves great credit for his 
conduct towards the Indians, and they 
place the utmost confidence in him; but 
m spite of all his endeavors, white men 
will buy whiskey and give it to the In¬ 
dians for base purposes 

The election excitement has not reached 
here. We have had uo speaking on either 
side, and both tickets will be split. The 
Broderickites have lately sent up their 
public documents, but it’s no go—none of 
David’s party here.

Bills or Interest to the Pacific Coast. 
On the 6th of July the Senate concurred 
w ith the House in the passage of the fol¬ 
lowing bills : 

An act to provide for the Construction 
nf a military road from Great Salt Lake 
City, in the Terr lory of Utah, to the east¬ 
ern boundary of foe State of California. 

An act to provide fur the continuation 
of the military road from Myrtle Creek to 
Scottsbi'.rgh, in Oregon. 

Ac act to authorize the Secretary of 
Year to settle and adjust the expenses of 
the Rogue River Indian War. 

An act to refund to the Territory of 
Utah the expenses incurred by said Ter¬ 
ritory in suppressing Indian hostilities. 

An act for the construction of certain 
military roads and wells in New Mexico. 

The House of Representatives, having 
under consideration the General Appro¬ 
priation Bill, appropriated 8106,600 for 
the completion of the Marine Hospitals at 
Clev' lat d, Chicago, Louisville, Paducah, 
Evansville and San Francisco. 

A Veteran Im.mk.rast. — On Monday 
last, snvs the Marysville Herald, Mr. John 
V Thompson, a genuine representative ol 
Pike, called un us to say that he had just 
arrived, across the Plains, from Atchison 
county, Missouii; that the company of 
which he was a member numbered 101 
souls at the starting, one of w hom—Rich¬ 
ard Beard—was drowned in attempting to 
cross Green River ; the remaining 100 ar¬ 
rived here in excellent health. They left 
the Missouri River on the 25tli of April' 
and brought with them, besides their 
teams, 100 head of cattle, including horses 
and mules, all of which arrived in good 
condition.

Artesian Wells. —Tae San Joe Tri¬ 
bune says that the boring of Artesian wells 
is being prosecuted with great success in 
that vicinity. Mr. G. A. Dabney has just 
had one completed in that city, which 
throws up a stream of water through a 
pipe six inches in diameter, with extraor¬ 
dinary force. The pipe extends some 
eighteen inches above the common level 
of the ground, over the mouth of which 
tw o men have not sufficient strength to 
hold a small object, excluding the flow of 
the water altogether. The experiment 
was tried with a spad’’; the men held the 
spade over the pipe by leaving a small 
aperture for the water to escape, through 
which it was forced up perpendicularly 
ten < r twelve feet. It is supposed that the 
water from this well may be raised to a 
height of thirty feet. When the flow of 
the water is unobstructed, it is formed in 
a solid column about sixteen inches above 
the top ol the pipe. 

Important Decision.— The Downicville 
Citizen states that during the recent term 
ol the District Court at that place, “ Judge 
Barbour decided that officers, in levying 
upon and selling houses, etc, upon miner¬ 
al land.-q mining, quartz and water claims, 
and ditches, must treat them as real es- 
tatc, they being appurtenant to the reality. 
This decision is one of the most important 
ever made in any Court in the State, as 
the principles involved therein govern 
nearly all the property sold under execu¬ 
tion in the mining counties.” 

The Know-Nothings in Tuolumne.— The 
Union Democrat of Saturday, says: “ We 
hear it ‘ intimated’ that there is a society 
in this city (.Sonora) called the Know-No¬ 
things.
